‘WHEREAS, Nathan Lamson did, on the third day of
July, 1863, kill Little Crow, the leader of the Indian
massacre in 1862, thereby rendering great service to
the State; therefore,

“Beitenacted by the Legislatureof the Stateof Minnesola :

Secrion 1. That there be and hereby is appropri-
ated, out of any money in the treasury, not otherwise
npp1'0p1mted the sum of five hundred dollars, to he
paid as follows, to-wit :

The sum of five hundred dollars shall be paid to said
Nathan Lamson.
